Turning to this annex we find 
specified "all pensions and compen- 
Bàilons ... to naval and military 
victims of war ... The cost of 
, assistance to prisoners sf .war and to 
etr tainl.lles and dependents .... 
^ âiîôwahoes . . .To the families 
and dependants of mobilized persona." 

Note the addition to the armistice 
terms. In face of this change, did 
the Allies as they claim prepare these 
clauses, "with the scrupulous regard 
tp the correspondence lea<iing up to 
the armistice of Nov. 11th. 1918," and 
were they jti.stified In refuBing to 
tiller Into the discussion of the priu- 
ciplefi' underlying the reparation' 
clauses. ' • 

Finance: ' 

The fir«t of the financial clauses 
catabliahes the principle' that all the 
assets and revenues of the German 
empire and Its constituent states a'e ' 
to be made available fftr the satisfac- 



tion of the obligations Incurred by 
Germany under the trea^. When 
theae aBscts and revenues have flrst 
of all been diminished by 

1. Exemption of particular assets 
reserved by the treaty for the satis- 
faction of particular claims and 

2. The exemption of such assets us 
the reparation commission may by a 
majority decision allow to be applied 
to other purposea, and whan the bal- 
ance has been applied to (1) the pay- 
ment of food end raw material and 
(3) other payments judged to be ne- 
cessary, v/hat remains is to bo ap- 
plied to meeting the. demands of the 
Alliefl In 'he following order: 

All assets and revenues of the Ger- 
man Empire with certain minor ex- 
ceptions is. available for the satisfac- 
tion of Germany's obligaUons. Allied 
demanda being met In the following 
manner: 

!• The coat of the armies of docn- 
patlon; 

, 2. Reparation; 

3. Other treaty claims. 

The wide powere of the reparation 
commlBslon are worthy of attenUon. 
The commlBsion arrangea what bond 
Issues Bhall be floated by Germany 
from time to time on account of her 
reparation payment, and must also 
give "the representatives of German 
government time to be heard," and 
to present evidence and arguments 
on any question connected with Ger- 
many's capacity to pay (annex 2, sec- 
tion 9). The commission "shall not 
be bound by any particular code or 
rules of law or any particular rule 
of evidence procedure but shall be 
guided by Justice, equity and good 
faith (annex 2, section 11). All ques- 
tions relating to reparation the com- 
mission must be imanlmous." The 
commission shall in " general have 
wide latitude as to its control aii'î 
handling of the whole reparation 
problem (annex 2, section 12). 

That part of the treaty which deals 
with flnauce and reparation may thus 
be summarized in outline as follows 
— and here I must admit my obliga- 
tion to the admirable summing up 
conUIned In the "History of the 
Peace Conference of Paris" published 
under the auspices of the Institute 
of international affairs." 

1. Germany accepts the moral re- 
sponsibility for all, war losses. 

2. The financial liability of Ger- 
many in this regard is specified. 

3. What Germany shall pay for Is 
precisely determined— not how much 
shall be paid or in what'way. 

4. The reparation committee shall 
determine how much Germany Is to 
pay. 

5. The rommlsslon determines the 
amount by %'aluation and addition of 
claims conforming^ to the different 
Categories under the. treaty. 

6. The commisBlçn, however, will 
have no regard to the ultimate. to:a'. 
nor to the capacity of Germany to 
pay this total. 

7. This decision Is to be notified 
to Germany by the 1st of May, 1921, 
after Oerman gi>remment has been 
heard; 

8. The reparation conuntsslon also 
decides what payment is to be made 
except that one billion pounds must 
be paid by May Ist, 1921. 

9. The, means of payment of the 
latter sunt is left to the discretion of 
the commission! 

10. How payment ' Is to be made 
after May let. 1921, is left to the 
discretion of the Oerman Govern- 
ment. 

11. The commission may abate Us 
first award for reparation only with 
the specific authority of the govern- 
ments represented on the commission. 

12. The commission, however, has 
a wide discretion over payments it 
cot over the def)t. It may extend 
their date, modify the form, etc. 

18. The commission's sanctions 
are the ordinary. International sanc- 
tions of force supported by public 
opinion. 

A very remarkable book was the 
outcome of the conference, and owing 
to its peculiar authority and import- 
ance, Mr. Fife has given me leave, to 
trespass on his province, by giving a 
brief summary of its contents. This 
book is J. M. Keynes: The Economic 
Consequences of the Peace. As the 
book has probably been reead by 
most of tbose° here this evening, I 
need but to refresh your minds as to 



the chief points developed by this 
writer. 

. Mr. Keyued was temporarily at- 
tached to tho British Treasury during 
the war,<and was its representatlvé 
at the Paris Peace Conference up to 

June 7th. 1919. He also sat as Chan- 
cellor of tho Kxciicquer on the 
Supreme Economic Council. How- 
ever greatly, therefore, we may dis- 
agree with him, or bo repelled by 
the charges made by him, yet the 
book is one which cannot be Ignored, 
and almost all debate of postwar 
economics has centered round this 
book. 

Mr. Keynes first seeks to establish 
the relative influence of the various 
statesmen at the Conference. Clemen- 
ceau, ho affirms, was the domfnant 
figure, ruthlessly pushing forward 
to the consummation of a Cartha- 
ginian- Peace, which would kill tier- 
many. In this endeavor ^e had the 
dexterous aid of Lloyd George, who 
had committed himself to a policy of 
"fullest indemnities from Germany" 
as an election expedient. President 
Wilson, the idealist, was unqualified 
and unprepared to cope successfully 
with the Machiavellian ^ tactics at 
work for his confusion. To quote: 
"H© had no plan, no scheme, no con- 
structive ideas whatever for clothing 
with the flesh of life the command- 
ments which he had thundered from 
the White House." Also, "there can 
seldom hlvje been a statesman of the 
first rank more incompetent tbau the 
President In the agilities of the 
Council Chamber. . . . The word was 
passed to the witches of all Paris: 
"Foul is foul, and foul is fair, 
Hover through the foul and filthy air. 

"The subtlest sopbisters and the 
most hypocritical draftsmen were set 
to work, and produced many ingeni- 
ous exercises which might have de- 
ceived for more than an hour a 
cleverer man than the President." 
. , . "The honest and intelligible pur- 
pose of French policy, to limit the 
population of Germany and weaken 
her economic system, is clothed for 
the President's sake in the august 
language of freedom and interna- 
tional equality." 

Having sketched the nature of the 
Conference, Mr. Keynes next pro- 
ceeds to analyze the Treaty Itself. 
Two rival schemes, he says, for tho 
future policy ot the world took the 
field — the Fourteen Points ot Presi- 
dent Wilson ahd the Carthaginian 
Peace of M. Clemenceau. He pro- 
ceeds to show hovir the latter pre- 
vailed. 

The German economic system as It 
existed before tbo war depended ou 
three.maln factors: 

1. Overseas commerce, as repre- 
sented liy her nierchant marine, her 
colonies, her foreign investments, 
her exports, and the overseas connec- 
tions of her merchants. 
^ 2. The exploitation ot her coal and 
iron and of the industries built upon 
them, 

3. Her transport and tariff sys* 
tein. 

Ot theae, the flr^t, wliilc not the 
least important, was ccrtninly the 
most valuable. The Treaty aims at 
the systematic destruction of all 
three, but 'principally of tho first two.
